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Nearly 300 years later (1743), a Swiss Inventor, 
studying Leonardo's notes, decided that the best 
thing to do was Ignore them and develop his own 
vehicle based on the boat. He reasoned that 
boats already knew how to move using wind. All 
he had to do was add wheels and discover a way 
of providing a constant wind. After much 
research, he came up with this. 















Soon motors wore being put Into bodies similar to the type Sir James Crumbybutton had developed and 
was on his way again—until things hit a snagl Lawmakers In England. France and Germany began pa< 
legislation aimed at avoiding accidents and protecting horses and pedestrians from these new power-di 
machines. 


No new developments took 
place until 1796 when some guy 
In France, whose name we can't 
remember, developed a steam- 
powered car. Wood was thrown 
onto a fire that boiled water 
that produced steam that pro¬ 
pelled the car. And what a carl It 
could go up to 4 mph. Only prob¬ 
lem was that on a long trip (say 3 
or 4 blocks) a great deal of wood 
had to be brought along for fuel, 
and this sort of cut Into 
passenger space and comfort. 


But finally, a German, Sam Schnitzel, 
began working with an Internal com¬ 
bustion engine and on May 8, 1883, he 
came up with the first motorized vehi¬ 
cle.
